LOS ANGELES, June 4.—Louis 
> Payne, 21 years old, told police 
early today he had killed his moth- 
er and younger brother with a Boy 
Scout hatchet early last Wednes- 
jay in their Westwood Hills home, 
where the family had lived since | 
coming here last August from Web- 
ster Groves, Mo. 

The bodies of his mother, Mrs. 
Carrie L. Payne, and of Robert, his 
\5-year-old brother, were found yes- 
terday by a neighbor who had no- 
iced lights burning day and night 

the house for several days. 

Louis surrendered a few hours 
ater at the Huntington Beach police 
sation, 30 miles away. In his 
pockets were a telegram and a Iet- 
tef-addressed° to his father, L. F. 
Payne, who was in St. Louis on a 
business trip. They related that 
he had killed his mother and 
brother. The father, a former utili- 
ty executive, left St. Louis today to 
return to Los Angeles, 

Gives Details of Killings. 

Questioned about the killings, 
Louis at first appeared dazed, and 
answered only, “I can’t seem to fig- 
ure it out,” or “I don’t remember.” 
After prolonged questioning, he 
gave police the details. 

‘Many things my mother and 
brother had done to me finally mul- 
iplied themselves a million times 
my mind,” he said. “Something 
t off the spark- and I. couldn’t 
land it any longer—so I killed 
them.” 

Friends of the family said they 
had been concerned about Louis’ | 
mental condition for two years, 
since he killed a woman in an auto- 
mobile accident on Lindell boule- 
vard in St. Louis. The letter to his 
father indicated he had been de- 
pressed and unhappy in the feel- 
ing that he had been a source of 
trouble to the family.

SUPREME COURT SETS ASIDE 
SECTION OF ECONOMY ACT 


Rules Federal Courts May Hear 
Suits on Veterans’ Insurance 
Contracts. 
WASHINGTON, June 4—In two 
ses. representing the first chal- 
lenége of the Economy Act, the 
Supreme Court today set aside the 
section which deprives courts of 
jurisdiction in suits against the 
United States on yearly renewable 
term insurance contracts issued un- 
der the War Risk Insurance Act. 
The suits were filed by Mrs. Mar 
garet S. Lynch of Albany, Ga., and 
Sam Wilner of Chicago, beneficiar- 
ies under war risk insurance poli- 
cies. In each the beneficiaries con- 
tended the insurance was in effect 
when the veteran became totally 

and permanently disabled. 

Both claims were pending before 
‘the Veterans’ Administration when 
the Economy Act repealed the law 
granting yearly renewable term in- 
surance and were therefore re- 
jected. 3

to review the action of the Veter- 
ans’ Administration, taking the po-

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The 
House Accounts Committee has put 
fits foot down on sending personal 
telegrams at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense. The reason is that about 80 
members have “flagrantly abused” 
their franking privilege. So much 
so the House telegraph bill has 
jumped from $50,000 last year to 
$113,000 this year. 

The deficiency appropriation bill 
to be passed by the House today 
contains an item of $67,000 to cover 
telegrams over and above what 
Chairman Warren (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the Accounts Contmit- 
tee figured. 

But in that bill there is a provi- 
sion which gives Warren authority 
to direct Sergeant-at-Arms Kenneth

pay tolls on private telegrams they 
send at Government expense. As 
chairman, it is Warren’s duty to 
check House expenditures. 
Letter From Chairman. 
In a recent letter to each mem- 
ber, Warren said: 

At (the letter) is intended pri- 
marily for about 80 members who 
are flagrantly abusing the franking 
privilege for telegrams. For the 
first time in many years a deficien- 
cy appropriation of approximately 
$67,000 has become necessary. This 
means that for telegrams alone dur- 
ing the present fiscal year the sum 
of $100,000 has been used. 

“The Committee on Accounts has 
continually called the attention of 
members to the fact that the frank 


than any right or anything author- 
ized by law. The expenditure of 
any such amount for telegrams is 
entirely unwarranted and would 
have not been necessary except for 
the gross abuse of the frank by 
some members.” 

Baying “drastic action” had be- 
come necessary, the letter told of 
the deficiency provision which au- 
thorizes the amittee “to have un- 
frankable telegrams charged against 
the member’s salary.” 

“Means Full Publicity.” 

“This will mean full publicity,” it 
said, adding: 

“It is to be regretted that drastic 
action must hereafter be taken. We 
think that evéry member will agree 
that it is matters of this nature 
that tend to bring the Congress into 
disrepute, and we regret that we 
must perform this very unpleasant 
duty.” 

A member is permitted to send 
telegrams only on strictly official 
business. Book or identic telegrams 
to a list of newspapers or individ- 
uals, general news, congratulations, 
condolences, political propaganda 
and what not are not considered 
“official business.” 

The committee has been billing 
the members for telegrams such as: 

“Attended White House dinner 
last night. See that it is played up 
in all papers in district.” 

“Advise me how to vote on 
bonus.” : 

“Democratic leaders say my mem- 
bérship in House necessary to suc- 
cess Roosevelt administration.” 


BRAIN TRUST PUT ONE OVER 
IN STOCK EXCHANGE BILL 


New Commission to Be Named 
After July 1, When Congress 
Is to Be Adjourned. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—Sena- 
tors waiting to waylay President 
Roosevelt’s prospective “Brain 
Trust” appontments to the Securi- 
ties Commission won't get their op- 
portunity for a long time. 
The stock market regulation bill 
creating the commission is on the 
Pressident’s desk awaiting his sig- 
nature. 
In it was inserted a provision— 
apparently unnoticed by some op- 
ponents of the “Brain Trust,” who 
helped formulate the measure— 
which makes the law effective 
July 1. 
Congress is expected to be in re- 
cess by then. So, when three Dem- 
focrats and two Republicans are 
named—be they brain trusters or 
not—Senators will not have an op- 
‘portunty to take the floor against

‘GOOD THING,’ SAYS 
BISHOP SCARLETT 


Episcopalian - Clergymen 
May Take Movie Ques- 
tion. Up at Picnic Today 
—Gerling Adds to Criti- 


cism. 


Representative clergymen of oth- 
er denominations united today in 
indorsing the purposes of the Le- 
gion of Decency, formed among 
Catholics nationally and promul- 
gated here by Archbishop Glennon, 
to protest against present trends 
in motion pictures and further the 
improvements of their moral tone. 

The movement would embrace 
the signing of pledges by the 20,- 
236,391 Catholic population of the 
United States to refrain from at- 
‘tending improper films, 

Indorsement of the campaign 
against unwholesome films was giv- 
en also by Superintendent of In- 
stfuction Gerling, who said that 
such pictures possess not only’ a 
deleterious moral quality but tend 
“to lower standards of taste.” 

Co-operation in attaining the ob- 
jectives of the legion was offered 
today by the Rt. Rev. William Scar- 
lett, Episcopal Bishop of Missouri; 
the Rev. Jay T. Stocking, minister 
Piigrim Congregational Church; 
Rabbi Samuel Thurman of United 
Hebrew Temple; the Rev. Dr. 
Charles W. Tadlock, pastor Centen- 
a — Church, and the

Second Presbyterian Church. , 

Comments in Sermons. 

Other clergymen commended for- 
mation of the legion in their ser- 
mons yesterday while Archbishop 
Glennon amplified his pastoral let- 
ter, establishing it, during his morn- 
ing sermon at St. Louis Cathedral. 

Bishop Scarlett referred to estab- 
lishment of the legion, whose mem- 
bers pledge themselves to “remain 
away from all motion pictures ex- 
cept those which do not offend de- 
cency and Christian morality,” as 
“a good thing” and said he was pre- 
pared “to co-operate in every. way.” 
Episcopal clergymen of St. Louis 
are holding their annual picnic to- 
day and it was regarded as possi- 
ble the matter might be discussed 
at a brief meeting. | 

Dr. Stocking observed that “a 
moral responsibility exists not to 
support unclean movies” and~ em- 
phasized the need for “an effective 
public censorship. of motion pic- 
tures.” 

Rabbi’s Indorsement. 


Rabbi Thurman, who preached 
recently on “The Unholy Gods of 
Hollywood,” praised the methods 
and purposes of the legion and said 
it afforded an ‘opportunity for 
church members to prove whether 
they stand for “clean living, clean 
amusement and clean .education.” 
He mentioned “education” in in- 
dorsing the league, he said, “be- 
cause Hollywood insists movies are 
educational.” 

Dr. MacIvor, who frequently has 
expressed his opposition to im- 
proper films, said he regarded the 
movement initiated by the Arch- 
bishop as “worthwhile in every re- 
spect” and desired to give it his 
“strong indorsement.” 

Dr. Tadlock observed that he was 
“strongly in favor of it” and praised 
the practical aspects of the legion’s 
program.

Two of Them Booked for 
Peace Disturbance—Four 
Instances of Property 
Damage Reported. 


The strike of union filling sta- 
tion attendants entered the third 
day this morning with an increas- 
ing number of stations reported in 
operation by the nine major oil 
companies involved. 

Although police have -responded 
to numerous calls since the strike 
began Saturday morning, many of 
the reports were without founda- 
tion, while others proved to be in- 
stances of harassment rather than 
of violence. Damage was reported 
at four stations. 

Adopting a form of annoyance 
employed in the recent filling sta- 
tion strike at Cleveland, groups of 
strikers yesterday blocked the 
driveways of filling stations while 
they demanded air, water and oth- 
er free service after purchasing one 
galion of. gasoline for each ma- 
chine. Thirteen men, who kept at- 
tendants at a station on Cass ave- 
nue busy giving free service, were 
arrested and two*of them were 
booked for peace disturbance on 
complaint of the proprietor. 

213 of 550 Stations Open. 

H. T. Ashton, chairman of _ the 
companies’ bargaining committee, 
said that 213 of the 550 major com- 
pany stations in the city and coun- 
ty were operated yesterday under 
police protection, 

“We were gratified when 780 of 
the 1140 station managers.and at- 
tendants employed by the nine 
companies reported for work,” Ash- 
ton stated: 

As a fesult of yesterday’s show- 
ing, additional stations will be 
opened during the day, Ashton 


said. It is not planned to hire new} 


men as_ strikebreakers, he stated. 
Although the bargaining commit- 
tee has been in constant session at 
Hotel Coronado, no conferences 
with the union have been scheduled. 
Statement by Committee. 

The following statement was is- 
sued last night by the Bargaining 
Committee through Ashton: 

“Endeavoring to furnish a rea-. 
sonable amount of service to the 
public despite the service station 
strike, the oil companies concerned 
have today successfully operated a 
number of stations located at key 
points throughout the St. Louis 
area. About 70 per cent of all sta- 
tion workers are not in sympathy 
with the strike and have reported 
for duty. Included are many mem- 


bers of the union. Frem these sat- 


isfied employes the force for man- 
ning open stations is being drawn. 

“Although some efforts have been 
made to block service on the drive- 
ways, they have been deait with in 
a peaceful ner and disturbances 
have been inc uential.

After Talk With Roosevelt, 
Senator Robinson Says 
Request for Appropria- 
tion Will Be Made to 
Congress. 


REPORT ON SITUATION 
GIVEN TO PRESIDENT, 


Famine Threatened in One 
Section, Aid Tells Hop- 
kins—Wallace to Make 
Quick Survey in Mid- 
West. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt conferred with his 
aids on the drouth situation today 
within a few hours of his return 
to the capital this morning. 
Senator Robinson, the Demo- 
cratic leader, after an earlier White 
House meeting, said he expected a 
message to Congress from the Pres- 
ident within a day or two on 
drouth relief, and predicted legis- 
lation. The amount to be recom- 
mended, he added, has not been de- 
termined. Estimates have ranged 
between $500,000,000 and $1,000,000,- 
000. 
The Emergency Relief Adminis- 
tration was working today to pro- 
vide food and -work relief in the 
drouth areas. One Federal relief 
representative telegraphed Harry 
L. Hopkins, Relief Administrator, 
Saturday that unless immediate as- 
sistance was forthcoming or there 
were drouth-breaking rains within 
the next two weeks a faminé is im- 
minent in the section he had in- 
spected. 

President Receives Reports. 

Hopkins, Rexford Guy ‘Tugwell, 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture; 
Chester C. Davis, Agriculture Ad- 
ministrator, and William I. Myers, 
Governor of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration, made up today’s 
White House council. 

Mr. Roosevelt called for latest re- 
ports on the situation in the North- 
west states, and then the group took 
up plans for relief. 

The Weather Bureau today pre- 

dicted a few, light local showers in 
the drouth area during the next 36 
hours and a continuation of the 
temperatures which receded from 
last week’s high point over the 
week-end. 
Showers which fell in scattered 
parts of the Midwest and North 
Central states, bringing relief from 
the heat, eased the situation, but 
did not provide any general or ade- 
quate relief, officials said. 

Wallace Survey. 
Secretary Wallace plans to begin 
a drouth inspection tour today at 
Omaha, Neb., where he will meet 
Dr. E. W. Sheets, drouth relief ad- 
ministrator, and make a rapid sur- 
vey. He will report to Mr. Roose- 
velt. 
Federal, state and county workers 
went ahead with the program under 
way. This includes buying cattle in 
“emergency” drouth counties, sup- 
plying feed for basic farm herds, 
work relief to give farmers some 
cash. (Davis assigned $6,476,000 to 
11 states for this purpose Satur- 
day).

I dozed off a coup- 
ple of times, but I kept thinking 
about what I was going to do to 
them. 

“Suddenly I realized I was going 
to do it. It was between 2 and ¢ 
o'clock Wednesday morning. I 
got up, dressed in my pajamas, and 
went to Bob’s room, where I had 
seen the hatchet. I walked into 
mother’s room and struck her o# 
the head. She did not cry out. 

“Then I went into Bob’s room, 
and hit him several times on the 
head. I went back into mother’s 
room and looked at her. Her face 
scared me, so I covered it with a 
pillow. Later I pulled covers over 
both bodies. 

“Then I felt dirty—you know 
how your hands feel sticky—so I 
took a shower. By that time it 
was about daylight. I dressed and 
got into the car, and went for a 
drive down to the beach. Then I 
went downtown to a show. I had 
to do something, I couldn’t stay in 
the house all the time.” 

Stayed at Small Hotels. 

That he had returned to the 
house was indicated by the pres- 
ence in his room there of newspa- 
pers dated last Wednesday and 
Thursday. He stayed several nights 
at small hotels, using assumed 
names, he gaid. During the days 
he walked around and went to 
shows. Saturday he wrote the let- 
ter to his father. 

Police asked him if he thought 
his mind was all right. He said 
he did not think he was _ insane. 
Asked what he would do when the 
case got to court, he said, “Well, it’s 
what you call a cut and dried case, 
isn’t it? I don’t know. I guess I'll 
have to discuss that with Dad.” 

He told of tying a rope around 
his mother’s neck and fastening it 
to the bedstead. With another 


of his brother. He smiled; detec- 
tives said, as he related that to con- 
fuse police he had stripped his 
mother’s pajamas from her body. 

Police said he evinced surprise 
when one of them asked whether 
he had intended to end his own 
life.

Payne, an electrical engineer, for- 
merly was a division manager for 
the Illinois Power & Light Co., and 
later was a vice-president..of the 
Commonwealth Utilities Co. until it 
was absorbed by the United Gas 
Improvement Co. in 1929. Since 
then he has had no active business 
connection. 

In 1931 the family moved to 
California because of Mrs. Payne’s 
health. A year later they returned, 
taking another house in Webster 
Groves, and last August they went 
back to California. 

Louis Payne attended Washington 
University Law school in 1932, and 
in March:-of that year, while driving 
the family automobile, struck and 


killed Miss Mary Collins, 77 years 


old, on Lindell boulevard near Tay- 
lor avenue. He fled after the acci- 
dent, but the next day surrendered 
to police, and was charged with

WASHINGTON, June 4 -—Amid 
cries of “gag rule” from Republi- 
cans, the deficiency bill, providing a 
cash outlay of $1,178,000,000 for re- 
covery and relief needs and a po 
tential relief expenditure of about 
$6,000,000,000, was passed today by 
the House and sent to the Senate. 

The vote was 309 to 450. 

The measure was said by Chair- 
man Buchanan of the Appropira- 
tions Committee to provide ample 
authority for funds to meet the 
drouth relief situation in 27 Mid- 
dle Western states. 

Congress Exceeds Estimates. 

Buchanan said that Congress had 
appropriated at this session -$573,- 


000,000 in -excess of President 
Roosevelt's original budget esti- 
mates. He explained this was ow- 
ing to “unforseen” propositions 


which he listed as follows: 

Two hundred twenty-eight mil- 
lion dollars for veterans’ benefits 
and restoration of Federal pay, 
which Congress provided in over- 
throwing the President’s veto of 
the independent offices bill. 

One hundred fifty milllion dol- 
lars for the purchase of livestock 
and dairy products under the 
Jones Act making cattle a basic 
commodity under the AAA Act. 

Thirty million dollars for public 
building. 

Seventy-five million dollars for 


drouth relief purposes, diverted 
from other rélief funds. 
Forty million dollars for the 


beginning of construction under 
the $500,000,000 Vinson Naval 
Building Act. 

Taber Assails Ickes. 

Representative Taber  (Rep.), 
New York, said that while the bill 
provided $1,178,000,000 in direct 
cash outlay, ‘indirectly it carries as

ASSALS TACTICS 
COFUNION LEADER 


Trying to Maneuver Them- 
selves Into Position of 
Dominance Over Work- 
ers, It- Alleges. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, June 4——The Amer- 
ican Iron and _é Steel ‘Institute 
charged last night that strike 
threats in the industry were due to 
the activities of union leaders who 
seek “Government intervention “to 
maneuver themselves into positions 
of power and domination over the 
steel workers of the nation.” 

In a formal statement, the insti- 
rtute asserted relations of steel com- 
panies and a great mass of their 
employes are “peaceful,” and that 
the whole difficulty lies with the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron- 
Steel and Tin Workers. 

The “closed shop” is the one point 
at issue, the statement says, and for 
the employers to “accede to such 
a request would be rank treachery.” 

Text of Statement. 

The statement says: 

“The Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers has 
presented to various steel companies 
demands for recognition of the 
union and has threatened a strike 
if its demands are not met. 

“Although the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the 430,000 employes in the 
steel industry have refused; to join 
the union and have evidenced their 
desire to bargain collectively 
through their own employe repre- 
sentation plans now in effect, the 
union seeks the exclusive right to 
speak for all employes and the 
union is receiving attention in 
Washington and in the press en- 
tirely out of proportion to its im- 
portance. 

“There is only one point at issue 
—the ‘closed shop.’ The by-laws of 
the Amalganiated Association re 
quire the closed shop. This means 
that employers would be required 
to permit only miembers of the 
union to work in the steel mills. 

“To accede to such a request 
would be rank treachery on the 
part of employers’ since it would 
force the employes into the union 
in most cases against their wishes, 
and compel every employe to pay 
tribute in the form of union dues 
for the right to work. 

Equal Opportunity. 

“The employers in “the steel in- 
dustry will make no agreement that 
denies to their employes, whether 
or not they are members of the 
union, equal opportunity for work 
and advancement. ... 

“The great majority of the em- 
ployes in the steel works do not 
want to strike and the companies 
will co-operate in every way possi- 
ble to enable them to remain at 
work. 

“The union leaders have attempt- 
ed in public statements to convey 
the impression that employers in 
the industry have denied their em- 
ployes the free right of collective 
bargaining. Such is not the fact. 
“The industry has been a leader 
in the development of the modern 


}method of collective bargaining, in 


which the employes. participate 
without discrimination. Under em- 
ploye representation plans, repre- 
sentatives maf be union members, 
if the men so choose. * * * 
Community of Interest. 
“The employe representation 
plans recognize a community of in- 
terest between employes and em- 
ployers. They substitute peaceful 
negotiation for conflict and bring 
about a mutual association of men 
and management in solving their 


problems for the common  goodj 
* * ¢ 


“The opposition of the steel in- 
dustry to the closed shop is fully’ 
warranted by its own experience 
and that of other industries; where 


there have been mariy instances of. 


jurisdictional disputes, strikes, 
racketeering, excessive dues, fines, 
penalties, limitation of output and 
intrusion of agents having no ac- 
quaintance with the industry or 


with the employes whom they 


claim as their constituents. 

“No issue exists between the steel 
companies and the great majority, 
of their employes. Since last June, 
more than 80,000 workers have been 
added to the payrolls. The eight~- 
hour day has been generally adopt- 
ed. Average hourly wages have in- 
creased 37 per cent, and they are 
now 7 per cent higher than they 
were at the peak in 1929. 

“Peaceful ‘relationship exists be- 
tween the workers and manage- 
ment. The only threat comes from 
union leaders who are seeking Gow 
ernment intervention and thereby 
to maneuver themselves itno posi- 
tions of power and domination over 
the steel workers of the nation. 

“The steel industry will not be a 
party to such a program and be- 
lieves that its employes generally, 
will resist all efforts to force them 
under closed shop domination.” 


Conferences Between Johnson and 
Steel Men Reported. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Confer~ 
ences between Hugh S. Johnson and 
leaders of the steel’ industry on the 
threatened strike were reported to- 
day at the NRA to have been ar- 
ranged, but officials would not dis- 
cuss the subject. 

It also was taken “for granted 
that an early conference with 
President Roosevelt would be ar- 
ranged by Johnson, the NRA Ad- 
ministrator, but no definite time 
had been set. 

William A. Irvin, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
came to Washington today appar- 
ently to discuss the steel situation 
with Government officials. He did 
not, however, visit NRA headquar 
ters.

ee WASHINGTON, June 4—Tele- 
grams purporting to show that 
Henry L. Doherty, head of the 
Cities Service utility system, at- 
tempted to stop Charles E. Mitchell, 
former head of National City Co., 
from financing what Doherty de- 


| $cribed as a raiding competitor were 
' presented today to the Trade Com- 
mission in its utility investigation. 
The telegrams consisted of an ex- 
change between Doherty and Mitch- 
ell, who was summoned to testify, 
in which Doherty said that a $20,- 
000,000 loan to finance a gas pipe 
line from Texas to the East would 
“smash rates” and demoralize the 
natural gas business in the area cov- 
ered. Mitchell, however, the tele- 
grams said, approved the loan and 

the pipe line was constructed. 

Stanley A. Russell, who said he 
was a vice-president of City Com- 
pany, successor to National City 
Co., until last Friday, identified the 
telegrams. Russell retires as vice- 
president in a reorganization. 

Called Parrish “Bad Risk.” 

The pipe line, built by Frank 
Parrish, was undertaken with the 
help of Columbia Gas and Electric 
Co. of Ohio. 

Robert E. Healy, commission 
counsel, said Parrish was under in- 
dictment in Chicago on charges of 
using the mails to defraud. 

Doherty characterized Parrish in 
one telegram to Mitchell as a “bad 
risk from a business and moral 
standpoint.” 

The telegrams were dated Sept. 
22, 23 and 24, 1930. 

Doherty also spoke of what he 
called a “deal” with officers of Co- 
lumbia Gas, and said that in a con- 
versation with these officers they 
had admitted that the Parrish pipe 
line was “in violation of our pre- 
vious understanding and their only 
justification was the statement they 

. thought I was joking about the 
deal.” 

Healy, in questioning Russell, at- 
tempted to develop what this “deal” 
was. He asked questions about the. 
effect on Cities Service natural gas

Why Doherty Objected. 
Robert Burns, Cities Service coun- 
sel, in a statement to the press 
about the telegrams, said that “Mr. 
Doherty objected to the proposed} 
Parrish pipe line because his wide 
experience in the natural gas indus- 
try con him that the project 
was dad. His judgment has 
been vindicated.” 

The, first telegram was sent by 
Doherty from Ottawa, Canada, on 
Sept. 22, 1930. It said: 

“The building of this line is bound 
to seriously affect the credit of sev- 
eral important companies and per- 
haps the entire public utility busi- 
ness and it is unthinkable to me 
that you would if you were proper- 
ly informed permit your company 
to finance an enterprise which is 
itself of questionable safety and 
therefore a menace to the public 
utility business, also an assault on 
existing utilities and other projects 
well underway when this project 
was announced.” 

Feared Raid by Parrish. 

Doherty said Columbia Gas and 
Electric went into the enterprise in 
fear that “Parrish would raid — 
territory.” 

The next day Mitchell — 
Doherty that his company’s action 
in connection with the loan was 
“directed toward working out as 
constructive solution as possible of 
a disturbed situatioén, rendered so 
by others before it was brought to 
us for consideration.” ... 

“We are informed and believe 
that no one in the recent arrange- 
ment wishes to demoralize any sit- 
uation.” 

The next day Doherty wired 
Mitchell “I think if anybody chooses 
to start a suit against me it will 
make it an easy matter for me to 
prove by court evidence that your 
company in this instance has not 
insisted on the same standards as 
were demanded in the back years 
when your institution was being 
built up in reputation and magni- 
tude.” 

Second Wire in Day. 

Doherty wired again the same 
day, again expressing his disturb- 
ance, and mentioned that he had

the Indian eampaign at Niobrara, 
Neb., after the Civil War. 

While serving in the war be- 
tween the states with a West Vir- 
ginia company, Smith was cap- 
tured by the Confederates. To gain 
his freedom from prison he agreed 
to fight for the South. A month la- 
ter he was captured by Union sol- 
diers and finished the war with the 
North. 

Serving at Niobrara after the 
war, he deserted. Severaal years , 
ago relatives petitioned for his dis- 
charge, which, when it arrived, as- 
sured Smith of a military funeral, 
with a firing squad, a buglér from 
Fort Crook and a G. A. R. button 
in his lapel.

LEAGUE UE CONTROL } 


— — 
to Be Taken to Prevent 


Trouble Between France 
and Germany. 


B_ the Associated Press. : 
GENEVA, June 4.—The League of 
Nations revealed yesterday the full 
extent of the extraordinary precau- 
tions taken to avoid trouble be- 
tween Germany and France over 
the Saar plebiscite, set for Sunday, 
Jan. 13, 1935. , 
Although a project for interna- 
tional policing during the plebiscite 
has been voted down by the League 
Council, machinery is provided by 
the League to inflict punishment of 
heavy fines and imprisonment upon 
those found guilty of interfering 
with the freedom of the vote or in- 


prisals. 
Population of 770,000. 

The plebiscite, in which the popu- 
lation of the rich Saar basin, esti- 
mated in 1926 at 770,000, will vote 
on whether to return to German 
control or remain under French su- 
pervision within jurisdiction of a 
League commission, promises to be 
one of next year’s-most interesting 
international events. 

Exclusive rights to exploitation 
of the Saar coal mines were given 
to France by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles as compensation for de- 
struction of coal mines in the 
north of France during the war. 

Until the plebiscite the Saar will 

be governed by a_ commission of 
five appointed yearly by the League 
of Nations, as it is now. : 
_ Detailed and repeatéd charges 
have been made that pressure was 
being brought upon Saar residents, 
by means of propaganda and other- 
wise, and that efforts would be 
made during the plebiscite to influ- 
ence the vote. 

The league’s regulations provide 
a specially-created supreme plebis- 
cite tribunal with eight divisions 
which will continue to function for 
one year after the plebiscite. 

Judgment on Reprisals. 

This court will pass judgment 
upon allegations of reprisals 
against voters, either by Germans 
or French. The restrictions im- 
posed by the League are backed 
by letters from both the German 
and French Foreign Ministers 
agreeing to abstain from placing 
pressure on voting inhabitants or 
indulging in reprisals on. voters. 

If a dispute arises between Ger- 
many and France concerning inter- 
pretation of the regulations, they 
agree to submit it to the World 
Court at The Hague for arbitration. 

The vote will take place by a 
“union of communes” and the bal- 
lots will be tabulated separately, 
under adequate supervision, the 
League’s regulations provide. 

If more police are needed than 
are available within the territory at 
present, the League states that re- 
cruiting will be authorized in the

Frankie Frisch and his Cardinals, sfill in first place despite 
‘three defeats in four games at Pittsburgh, returned to their home 
base this morning after a highly successful campaign in the enemy’s 
country, to rest a day, play an exhibition game tonight at Springfield, 
Iil., and to open a three-game series with the Chicago Cubs at Sports- 


man’s Park tomorrow afternoon, 
During their first long trip the 

Redbirds won 11 games and lost 

six, a winning percentage of .647. 


They defeated the Braves and * 


Giants two games out of three; 
broke even in two at Brooklyn, won 
the only two played at Philadel- 
phia, swept a three-game _ series 
with the lowly Reds of Bob O’Far- 
rell and then faltered in the im- 
portant test at Pittsburgh. 
An Impressive Drive. 

If.it hadn’t been for the reverse 
at Forbes Field at the hands of 
the ever-troublesome Buccaneers 
the Cardinals’ percentage and spir- 
its would be higher. Starting on 
April 29 with a decision over the 
Cubs at Chicago, the Redbirds fig- 
ured in one of the most impres- 
sive drives the National League 
has seen in years. They scored 12 
victories in 15 starts at home and 
after touring the. seaboard cities 
and cleaning up ‘at Cincinnati 
they had a record of 23 victories in 
their last 29 games before invad- 
ing Pittsburgh. 

And even counting the three de- 
feats in four contests with the Pi- 
rates, the Frisch team still has 
won 24 and lost only nine since 
April 20, and perhaps the boys and 
the fans should try to celebrate 


that profitable pace, instead of Pass 


mourning over the fact that the 
men of George Gibson always are 
able to hit their best’ stride and 
start a winning streak when they 
meet the St. Louis elub. 

Dizzy and Paul Dean were the 
pitching heroes of the trip, each 
winning three games without suf- 
fering a defeat. Tex Carleton was 
undefeated and had three tri- 
umphs to his credit until yester- 
day, when the Buccaneers bunched 
their hits and took advantage of 
battery errors to take the final 
game of the series, 4 to 2. 

And incidentally that was the 
first series lost by the Cardinals 
since late April, when they dropped 
two out of three decisions to the 
Cubs at Chicago.

Italy and Czecho-Slovakia Win, 
Will Meet in World’s Soccer 
Title Meet Final Next Sunday |=: 


ROME, June 4.—Upsetting expert predictions, Italy and Czecho- 
Slovakia advanced to the final round of the world’s soccer champion- 
Italy defeated Austria, 1-0, while Czecho-

POINTS! Figures sometimes lie, 
but these official statistics are true 
and they really don’t tell half the 
story. Of the 39 games played thus 
far, the Browns have been in 16 
which were decided by a single run.

In order to assure 
fields of 10 horses in a program of 
eight races per day, a track needs 
between 500 and 600 horses on the 
grounds. That means that if 13 
tracks are to be operating success- 
fully on any one day there must be 
available over 7000 horses in train- 
ing. 

The — of the track at 
Kalamazoo confessed on Saturday 
that there just aren’t that many 
horses in America, at least Kalama- 
zoo couldn't get its average share 
of the 7000. So, Kalamazoo had to 
close its gates. Fairmount is cut- 
ting its programs to seven races;

As a result, 
today’s card at the track across the 
river is better filled than it has been 
since opening day. Two races at- 
tracted 18 entries each, and the av- 
erage for the seven races is 11 
horses.

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U. S. OFFERS $800,000,000 — 
ISSUE OF BONDS AND NOTES 


Long-Term Financing and Increased Emer- 
gency Spending Indicated; Amount 
Required’ May Be Increased.

WASHINGTON, June 4—A defi- 
nite trend toward longer-term  se- 
curities to replace much-of the Gov- 
ernment’s large short-term debt was 


seen today in the Treasury’s offer 
|of two issues totaling $800,000,000. 
This ‘financing operation—which 
may go far beyond the $800,000,000 
and reach $1,320,000,000—also indi- 
cated to some observers that the 
administration expects increased 
emergency spending ‘during the 
summer. : 
Some Congressmen feel that as 
much as $1,000,000,000 may be need- 
ed for drouth relief, Public works 
outlays also are expected to be 
heavy. 
Secretary Morgenthau offered in- 
vestors two security issues—$300,- 
000,000 in 12-14 year 3 per cent 
bonds and $500,000,000 in five-year 
2% per cent notes. In addition, the 
Treasury reserved the right to in- 
crease the bond issue by a maxi- 
mum of $520,198,100. This would be 
sufficient to exchange -new bonds 


certificates maturing June 15, and 
for-$345,292,600 in 2% per cent notes 
maturing Aug. 1. 

This means that after garnering 
the $800,000,000, the Treasury stands 
willing to increase the 3 per cent 
bond issue by whatever amount 
holders of maturing certificates and 
notes wish to swap them for bonds. 

The life of the new-issues, set at 
five and 12-14 years, was considered 
as one more indication of the 
Treasury’s trend toward longer- 
term securities. 

Another feature of the announce- 
ment was the interest rate. The 
3 per cent figure on the bond issue 
was the cheapest to the Govern- 
ment since “Mellon’s 3s,” a $755,- 
000,000 sale of 24-year bonds in the 
fall of 1931. 

In addition to the Aug. 1 maturi- 
ties for which new bonds will be is- 
sued, the Government must, meet 
huge maturities during the year, 
beginning July 1. Besides more 
than a billion in three and six

100,000 PENNIES STILL 
AT ODDS WITH THEORY 


Professor's Findings Don't 
Quite Jibe With Mathemati- 
cal Laws of Probability. 


By ..e Asseciated Press. 

ATHENS, Ga., June 4. — Prof. 
Pope Hill of the University of 
Georgia, who for several years has 
been playing with pennies in an at- 
tempt to work out actually the 
theoretical mathematical laws of 
probability, has not yet arrived at 
figures identical with what they 
should be in theory. But, after 
100,000 tests, he says the figures 
are close enough to show the theo- 
ry is not wrong. 

At the start, Prof. Hill put 200 
pennies in a can. One hundred of 
them were dated 1919 and-the rest 
1920. They were weighed on chem- 
ical balances and paired according 
to weight. For each 1919 penny 
of a given weight there was one 
1920 penny of the same weight. 
The 200 coins 
mixed and one was drawn and its 
date recorded. It was returned to 
the can, the pennies stirred and an- 
other coin withdrawn and its date 
recorded. 

This was done 100,000 times. Here 
are some of results: 

Of the 100,000 draws, 50,145 came 
out 1920 and 49,855 were 1919. “The 
experiment,” Prof. Hill said, “gives 
very strong evidence that the un- 
derlying law of half and half ac- 
tually does work out in practice.” 
Another object of the study was 
to inquire into the nature of “runs.” 
“If one date came out six times 
in succession we would’ call it a 
run of six, or eight times in suc- 
cession, a run of eight, etc.,” Prof. 
Hill explained. 

“The theoretical number of runs 
of one and two combined was 37,- 
500. The actual number 37,860. The 
theoretical number of runs of three, 
four and five is 10,938; the actual 
number 10,757. 

“Of the runs greater than five, 
the theoretical number is 1563 and 
the actual number was 1587. These 
apparently check closely enough, 
but there was a rather elusive, but 
at times very strong, suggestion 
that the number of actual runs will 
not check with the theoretical laws. 
Further study of my data will 
throw light on this point.” 

Prof. Hill said the pulling out of 
the can of 100,000 pennies completes 
only the physical part of his experi- 
ment. The record will furnish data 
for years of further study.

Temperatures Rise to 25 De- 


grees Above Zero as Win 
Brings Stream of Warm Air

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
June 2, via Mackay Radio—A 
“warm spell” in Antartica, remark- 
able for its duration and possibly 
associated with unusual tempera- 
tures in northern latitudes, is puz- 
zling the weather man of the sec- 
ond Byrd-.Antarctic experition. 

The “wave” has reached its 
twelfth day, and Meterologist 
Haines, after the fashion of . his 
profession, is cautiously unable to 
promise “relief” from temperatures 
which have risen to 25 degrees 
above zero.

STRONG PROGRAM 
TO RESIST WAR 


Party Would Use General 
Strike If Necessary — 
Urges Dropping Dem- 
ocracy If Capitalism Fails 


By the Associated Press, 
DETROIT, June 4.—The Socialist 


party of America was committed 
today to a program advocating re- 
sistance to war with.all available 
means, including the general strike, 
and to the. belief that democracy 
must not stand in the way of the 
establishment of a proletarian rule 
in ‘event of the complete collapse 
of capitalism. 

The convention of the party— 
after routing the rightwing “old 
guard” in the election of a national 
executive committee—affirmed its 
belief in these principles by a two 
to one vote. 

This was described as the boldest, 
most militant stand taken by the 
Socialist party since the anti-war 
declaration of the convention in 
1917 in St. Louis. 

In the National Committee eiec- 
tions, only one member of the “old 
guard” slate was elected—James 
O’Neal, editor of the New Leader. 

The coalition of Centrists, Left- 
ists and Extremists easily forced 
through a es national committee 
friendly to the party leadership of 
Norman Thomas. 

Thomas and Mayor Daniel W. 
Hoan led the forces of the coalition 
against the “old guard” in gaining 
a victory for the direct-actionist 
declaration of principles in the 
event of war or collapse of capital- 
ism. 

The declaration did not directly 
mention the “dictatorship of the 
proletariat”—as contained in a res-

Mapes, Republican conservative from Michigan. 
Mapes gave consistent and helpful assistance. On the 
Senate side, Vice-President Garner was ever willing 
to lend a hand. The Stock Exchange Act thus be- 
came the joint product of liberals and conservatives. 
This alliance proved so powerful that nothing could 
damage the measure. In conference, the revolt of 
the Senate committee was quickly ironed out. 

The result is a bill that even its opponents con- 
cede is workable.

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OUR ABSURD IMMIGRATION LAWS. 

‘Much of our immigration legislation has been dic- 
tated by sentiment or prejudice, but the series of bills 
for reforming the system, now before Congress, is 
conceived in a spirit of fairness, bolstered by facts. 
The bills seek, among other things, to facilitate de- 
portation of alien criminals, and to prevent the in- 
justices of family separations so frequently encoun- 
tered under the present laws. Col. Daniel W. Mac- 
Cormack, Commissioner of Immigration and Nat- 
uralization, has prepared case studies of 700 indi- 
viduals, disclosing the intolerable conditions. 

Col. MacCormack lists 235 criminal aliens who 
are free to remain in this country because of legal 
loopholes. One of these men has been in this country 
27 years, and has spent 10 years of that time in 
prison. Another has a record of 23 convictions. 
Such persons are not only a public burden, but a 
menace. It would be folly not to change the law 
so that they may be removed from the country. 

The Commissioner’s second list, that of 465 persons 
scheduled for deportation because of entrance ir- 
regularities, is a pathetic record. This group would 
leave 987 dependents behind, it is shown, of whom 
665 would probably become public charges. One man 
has lived in America 50 years, been a good citizen 
and reared a family. Because of a brief visit to 
Canada, he is to be deported. Another case is that 
of a Japanese woman, married in Japan to an Amer- 
ican oil man. She has been here five years on tem- 
porary permits, but must soon be deported if the law 
does not replace compulsion with discretion. 

While refusing to harbor such persons, we yet 
accept residence of an alien criminal group. It is a 
duty of Congress to root out both the despotic and 
the absurd phases of our immigration system.

While industry remains fearful of compulsion in 
labor disputes by way of the Wagner bill, one strike 
settlement after another proves arbitration, the best 
of all means, perfectly practicable.

At Pekin, Ill., striking employes of the American 
Commercial Alcohol Distillery went back to work 
when a conference, presided over by a Department 
of Labor conciliator, resulted in recognition of their 
tinion for a 13-menth period. : 

At San Francisco, the strike of longshoremen was 
progressing toward settlement. 

The thing can be done. It is being done. There 
is steady improvement in employment, and wages 
are going up. 3 

This is the right way to settle disputes between 
capital and labor. It leaves both perfectly free. It 
is the democratic way. 

Why, then, should the Wagner bill in any form 
continue to make the country apprehensive that com- 
pulsion is to be used in a field where freedom is sO 
increasingly successful?

O thinking person cah stand up and de 
fend the kimd of banking which this 
country has had since the war. Strange as 
it may seem, most of the bankers who have 
survived feel exactly. the same way about 
it. The losses s ned by innocent deposi- 
tors cannot be condoned and must not be 
repeated. 
The present cotirse of reform indicates 
that these losses will continue. The reme- 
dies offered in the Banking Act of 1933 and 
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E have nearly enough physicians, den- 
W tists and hospitals and sufficient spe- 

cialists, nurses and pharmacists to 
provide all the service which medical judg- 
ment says the people need. There is no na- 
tion in the world in which the desire for 
health and the appreciation of medical ser- 
vice is greater than in our own. In any nor- 
mal year, we spend nearly $3,700,000,- 
000, or $30 per person, for health and medi- 
cal services, nearly enough to buy —⸗ 
medical care for everyone.. 

Then why is it that in an average year 
52 per cent of the people receive no services 
from a physician, 79 per cent get no atten- 
tion from a dentist, 89 per cent receive no 
health examination or similar preventive 
service and 62 per cent receive no medical, 
“dental or eye care of any kind? 

The conditions summarized are based on 
the unchallenged findings of the Committee 
on the Costs of Medical Care, and refer to 
the heyday of 1928 to 1931. The lack of 
medical attention in normal times is mild 
by comparison with that during depression. 

The principal reason people do ‘not re- 
ceive anything like the care they need and 
which our facilities are prepared to furnish 
is that an economic barrier stands between 
patient and practitioner. ‘It rests on the tra- 
dition that the delivery of medical service 
must wait on the initiative of the. patient, 


The basic problem is: Costs of medical care 


are incurred in a haphazard, uncertain and 
unbudgetable way.

Our primary problem is not how to fur- 
nish financial assistance to the poor, but to 
enable those who cannot buy medical care 
as individuals to buy it as groups. Sickness 
insurance should apply to all families with 
annual incomes of less than $3000 or $5000, 
and preferably should permit insurance of 
all persons in the population, We want no 
poor man’s system in America.

Should the plan be voluntary or compul- 
sory? The people in the lower income 
brackets, who most urgently need an insur- 
ance plan, show the greatest inertia in ¢com- 
ing into a voluntary plan. The poor, the 
mass of workers, can be only partly, ff at 
all, covered by voluntary insurance, and our 
society has no protection against the bur- 
dens which they carry and create. If in- 
surance is to cover the people, it should, it 


must be, grounded on a compulsory basis. 


How shall practitioners and institutions 
be remunerated? Our studies show that it 
is possible for a system of compulsory in- 
surance to keep the costs of medical service 
within the means of the public and yet pay 
the practitioner a fair return

an insurance system, in adequate volume 
and of high quality, the would be about.

In the group which appears for 
the first time tonight are: Nancy 
Welford, known for her soubrette 
characterizations; Leota Lane, in- 
genue; Berta Donn, soubrette;

Another hint of the quality of the 
season is given in the splendid 
voices of four singers, who also 
appear tonight for the first time 
in a Municipal Opera production.

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WASHINGTON, June 4.—Secre- 
tary of the Navy Swanson has re- 
minded Comptroller-General J. R. 
McCar!l that it is none of his busi- 
ness if the Navy chooses to buy 27 
airplanes without competition. 

Making public correspondence be- 
tween the Navy Secretary and the 
Government's chief accounting offi- 
cer, Representative McFarlane 
(Dem.); Texas. told newspaper 
men: 

“The exchange shows more clear- 
ly that Congress should make it the 
Comptroller-General’s - business to 
approve or disapprove Army and 
Navy airplane contracts.” 

| Letter to Swanson. 

Under the. 1926 aircraft defense 
act, the Comptroller-General has 
no jurisdiction over.Army and Navy 
airplane purchases. But he wrote 
a letter to Swanson about a con- 
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tract to spend $658,125 with the 
Great Lakes Aircraft Corporation 
of. Cleveland .for the purchase of 27 
airplanes and parts. 

In that letter, McCarl interpreted 
the law as requiring competition} 
for quantity airplane procurement, 
and, referring-.to the contract, 
added: * 

“You are requested to inform me 
by what authority it is purported to 
charge appropriated moneys under 
said agreement to the extent of 
$658,125, or in any other amount. 
Pending satisfactory explanation in 
this matter, no credit will be al- 
lowed for any payments under the 
. . agreement . .. entered 
without competition.” 

Swanson replied the law gave 
him authority to approve the pur- 
chase of airplanes for experimental 
purposes without competition. One 
plane was bought from the Great 
Lakes company, he said. 

First Tests Satisfactory. 

“The tests of the first plane hav- 
ing proved preliminarily satisfac- 
tory,” Swanson added, “It was de 
termined to continue further ex- 
perimentation with this type of air- 
craft.

Classic modern design is illustrated 
in the living room in the Burnett 
apartment.

HERE really is something new 
T under the sun; it is the apart- 

ment of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Burnett. New as to the type of 
furniture, color schemes and deco- 
rative treatments; and decidedly 
“under the sun” for it is a pent- 


sy, with a roof terrace where the 
Burnetts and their friends spend 
much of their time in that modern 
occupation of sun bathing. 


The apartment itself is rather 
unusual for St. Louis, with its 
studio living room, its two-story ar- 
rangement which creates the illu- 
sion of a house and its terrace 
where the occupants may enjoy all 


ly associated with country house 
living,\and denied the city dweller. 
In other words, it combines all the 
pleasures of a house with the com- 
pactness and convenience of an 
apartment, 


The living room, which is reached 
through a series of openings from 
the hallway, is done in that newest 
of decorative styles, the “classic 
modern.” That is to say, the fur- 
niture designs were inspired by 
those periods which revived the 
classic spirit of the ancient Greeks 
and which are known as Direc- 
toire, Empire and Biedermeier. 
These classic designs, however, are 
combined with color treatments 
and fabrics which are purely mod- 
ern in tone and texture, and are 
placed against J background 
which, with its high studio propor- 
tions, is also modern in concept. 


The room is divided into two 
groupings, one around the  fire- 
place and one around the grand 


piano. That around the fireplace 
is a conversational group with a 
comfortable modern couch,. cov- 
ered in a deep green fabric resem- 
bling corduroy, balanced by two 
chairs of Biedermeier design, cov- 
ered in deep gold velvet. This 
grouping is completed by a swan 
table between the chairs, a cof- 
fee table in front of the couch with 
a gold mirror top, and a matching

OTH the architectural recess- 
Bins of the windows and the off- 

white tone of the walls set off 
to advantage the design and color 
of the hangings. These are of 
sheerest ninon in a Bois de Rose 
tone, hung over Venetian blinds in 
the wall color. One pair is placed 
at the large double window, with 
draped and swagged valance and 


tie backs of white and green tole 
flowers; while the two single win- 
dows are formed into one group- 
ing by the use of a singje curtain; 
tied back from the cente> on each 
window. , 

The dining room, opening from 
the living room, also is modernized 
classic in treatment with most of 
the furniture of Directoire inspira- 
tion. Here that interesting method 
of combining furniture of a nat- 
ural wood, in this case burl maple, 
with chairs painted in off-white 
and black with touches of gold, has 
been utilized. Even greater har- 
mony than usual has been obtained 
by the fact that the furniture has 
been ornamented with the same 
black and gold trimming as the 
chairs, Hangings are very simply 
designed of green moire taffeta, 


trimmed with two hanging cords, 
and the chair seats carry out this 
color note, being of green and old 
white striped satin. A white tole 
flower stand and a center piece 
of mirrored glass containing vivid 
green glass fruit add the final dec- 
orative notes to this charming 
room. 

Mounting the stairs to the second 
floor, one pauses a moment on the 
balcony landing to gaze back over 
the living room.

ROM this room one steps into 
Fine game room which ig still 

more modern in effect, being 
completely up-to-date in every de- 
tail. The rough plaster walls have 
been painted a most interesting 
gray-blue tone, contrasting sharply 
with the hangings of deep blue 
chintz patterned in a rope design 
in vivid yellow and gray. These 
are the colorg carried throughout 
the room with the addition of black 
lacquer which fashions theefurni- 
ture. Chromium tube furniture 
forming a bridge set-up is covered 
in either yellow or deep blue leath- 
er, the latter also being used on a 
lounge chair of the same construc- 
tion. The deep and comfortable 
couch is covered in a modern chen- 
ille fabric in the deep blue, edged 
with yellow fringe and flanked by 
terraced tables of black lacquer 
banded, in silver. Black, too, is the 
floor with silver banding and cen- 
ter design, the entire floor then be- 
ing painted and shellacked to give 
it a high gloss. 

This apartment shows that the 
twentieth century has already de 
veloped several styles of its own 
which may well represent it in the 
future.

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Tobacco Is Not 


Responsible for 
Angina Pectoris 


By Dr. lago Galdston , 


A NGINA pectoris is a disease of 
hardening and consequent nar- 
rowing of the blood Vessels of the 
heart, the coronary arteries. Be- 
cause of the sclerosis and narrow- 
ing of the caliber of these arteries, 
there is an interference with the 
circulation of blood through the 
heart musculature proper, and a 
consequent interference with its nu- 
trition. 

The disease is characterized by 
sharp attacks of agonizing pain felt 
usually under the sternum or 
The exact mechanics 
of anginal seizures have not been 
fully detertnined, but it is believed 
the attacks represent a muscle 


alcohol, and it is common for phy- 
sicians to advise patients suffering 
from angina pectoris to abstain 
from the use of intoxicants and to-

viduals suffering from angina pec- 
toris. with those of the general pop- 
ulation it was revealed that there 
was a larger percentage of total ab- 
stainers, both as far as tobacco and 
alcohol were concerned, among the 
angina sufferers.
